MOSCOW, April 1.—(4)—A pitched 
Far-Eastern battle, throwing already 
strained Russo-Japanese relations into 
the gravest crisis of years, was re- 
ported in soviet dispatches tonight to 
have ended with Mongolians repulsing 
invading Japanese-Manchoukuoan 


forces. 

A battle of more than 24 hours’ 
duration was fought when the Japa- 
nese and Manchoukuoans twice tried to 
capture Tamsyk-Bulak, 30 miles inside 
Mongolia, said the soviet accounts. No 
casualties were mentioned, 

(The Japanese army general head- 
quarters at Hsinking, Manchoukuo, 
said the fighting took place inside 
Mynchoukuo.) 

‘The Japanese and Manchoukuoan 

_ troops, previous dispatches said, re- 
eeived reinforcing units with field 
guns, tanks and airplanes, 

Immediate anxiety was relieved by 
the report fighting had ceased and 
Mongolian territory cleared, but it was 
admitted the situation is grave. The 
crisis was regarded as not impossible 
of a peaceful solution, however.

‘Lindbergh Granted 
British Air License 


LONDON, April 1—(#)—The 
British air ministry authorized Colo- 
nel Charles A. Lindbergh today to 
fly his private plane over Great 
Britain—provided he does not en- 
gage in commercial flights or accept 
pay for his services. 

The American flier opened negoti- 
ations for the British approval two 
days ago when he appeared person- 
ally before the American officials in 
London, 

“My name is Lindbergh,” he said 
then. “I want to renew my license. 
I am sorry to trouble you and hope 
it will not cause any difficulty.” 

The flier said he could, as requir- 
ed by British flying regulations, pro- 
duce a health certificate but could 
-not comply with the additional. re- 
quirement of his flying record for 
the last 30 days as he had not been 
in the air since he arrived in Eng- 
land, 

Today, after preliminary arrange- 
ments had been completed, he pre- 
sented his United States license at 
the air ministry, where it was vali- 
dated. 


BRITISH CONSIDER 
HITLER PROPOSAL 


Authoritative Quarters 
in London Hint Plan 
_May Win Approval. 


LONDON, April 1.—()—A virtual 
British acceptance of many of Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler’s counter-proposals for 
safeguarding the peace of western Eu- 
rope was indicated in authoritative 
quarters tonight after ¢ day-long cabj- 
net discussion: Cote © Cee a 

Acting with speed, “the “British let, 
it be ‘known they regard the proposals 
as conciliatory, varuabie and worthy 
of negotiation, desmte the fact that 
Hitler has shown no pénitence fer his 
march into the Rhineland nor has he 
contributed much to. calm fears re- 
sulting from that action. 

Officials here, however, appeared to 
be dubious that the French and the 
Belgians would as quickly see merit 
in Germany’s suggestions. 

Hitler’s program was handed to 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden. to- 


day by Joachim von Ribbentrop, spe- 
cial rman ambassador, along with 
an almost._complete rejection of the 
proposals France, Britain, Belgium 
and Italy put forward a fortnight ago. 

Eden took the document before the 
cabinet, which considered it all day. 
The cabinet probably will meet again 
tomorrow for a further discussion 
while Eden summoned Von Ribben- 


trop for clarificatign of various points. 
The British Siac almost en-

thusiastic t t far-reaching impor- 
tance of many Suggestions, particular- 
ly those dealing with disarmament, 
the abolishment of poison gases, heavy 
artillery and curtailment of other war 
activities jeopardizing civilians. 

Great Britain, however, will enter 
staff conversations with French and 
Belgian military leaders in order to 
reassure public opinion in those coun- 
tries. But the talks will be strictiy 
limited in scope. 

The British feel there was not much 
in the Hitler document to aid in the 
immediate restoration of confidence. 

The question of whether it is pro- 
posed to continue to ask Germany to 
submit the France-Russian pact, on 
which she based her argument for 
scrapping the Locarno treaty, to The 
Hague court will be further consid- 
eied by the cabinet, it was learned. 

While it was emphasized that the 
British viewpoint as yet is prelimi- 
nary and no fiual views can be formu- 
lated pending consultation with Italy, 
France and Belgium, an authoritative 
quarter summed up the situation in 
this manner:

Government Would Take 
Loss If Growers Permit- 
ted To Repossess Lint. 


WASHINGTON, April 1—4)— 
The probability that the government 
would take a loss on its cotton hold- 
ings apparently increased today as the 
senate: received a new plan for dispos- 
ing of the lint by permitting growe 
who were advanced 12 cents a pound 
on their crop in 1934 to repossess 
it at below market price. 

While Senator Smith, democrat, 
South Carolina, introduced a resolu- 
tion embracing this proposal, Secre- 
tary Wallace said the Commodity 
Credit Corporation probably would 
make an announcement tomorrow or 
Friday regarding disposition of the 
4,500,000 bales. 

Smith proposed that the grower be 
allowed to repossess his cotton at a 
quarter of a cent below market price 
provided the amount paid was not less 
than 11.25 cents a pound. 

It was indicated the announcement 
by Commodity Credit Corporation, 
which .controls the cotton, would of- 
fer it to the grower for as much as 
a quarter of a cent a pound less than 
the 12 cents advanced by the govern- 
ment.

Globe-Circling Service 
To Begin in Near 
Future.

WASHINGTON, April 1.— 

The State Department today revealed 
plans for the immediate création of 
a globe-circling radio news service of 
its own, intended to keep American 
diplomatic and consular officials com- 
pletely abreast of developments here 
that concern them. 

Wilbur J. Carr, assistant secretary 
of state, said a test service to Paris, 
Berlin, Rome and Geneva would be 
extended to eight other large foreign 
cities. 

Short wave receiving apparatus is 
now en route for Sydney, Australia; 
Calcutta; Santiago, Chile; London; 
Buenos Aires; Rio De Janeiro; Lima, 
Peru, and Cairo, Egypt. 

In addition to the 12 receiving 
stations on the governmental news 
chain, United States naval radio fa- 
cilities are to be utilized in China 
and the Panama Canal Zone. The 
news broadcasts are to be picked up 
by naval vessels wherever they are sta- 
tioned. 

The news bulletins, averaging 1,500 
words, will be: compiled and edited 
by Howard Bucknell, of: the state 
department’s division of current in- 
formation, and broadcast each . week 
night. at. 7 o'clock from the navy’s. 
Arlington (Va.) station. 

Each station in the chain will 
translate the Morse code messages and 
mimeograph and distribute them by 
fast mail to neighboring embassies, 
legations and consulates. 

Carr said the reports were neces- 
sary to keep American officials entire- 
ly up to date because of the lack of 
American news in many foreign news- 


papers. 

‘It is well known,” he said, “that 
a diplomatic or consular officer, to be 
of the greatest value, must be in suf- 
ficiently close touch with his own 
country to correctly interpret to the 
government, the press and others with 
whom he comes in contact the hap- 
penings in his own country and par- 
ticularly the significance of important 
legislative and other governmental 
measures.” 

Each broadcast will contain a sum-

Attorney General David T. Wilentz, 
who has contended all along that 
Hauptmann alone was responsible for 
the kidnaping and death of the Lind- 
bergh baby, said he would accept an 
invitation to appear before the grand 
jury tomorrow. 

“T will be glad to give any help I 
can,” he said. 

Wilentz, who has opposed Haupt- 
mann’s every move to escape the elec- 
tric chair, said he believed the jurors 
would finish their deliberations to- 
morrow. 

Last night Hauptmann's head was 
shaved and his trouser leg slit, and 
there seemed that nothing could save 
him, when the grand jury stepped in 
with the unprecedented request that 
he be epared 48 hours. 

Although refreshed by a night of 
sound sleep and the realization that 
he still lived when he fully had ex- 
pected to be dead, Hauptmann was 
eaid by prison attaches to be “still 
upset.”

there voluntarily. 

Meanwhile, it was reported from 
an official source that state police 
had checked Wendel’s fingerprints 
against the unidentified prints found 
on the Lindbergh kidnap ladder, and 
writing against that in the ransom 
notes, but found no similarities. 

Hauptmann’s fingerprints likewise 
haye never been found on -the lad- 
der, but the identification of his hand-

Mississippi's new old-age assistance 
program, providing for a new social 
security setup, was in operation te- 
day, and the first checks to benificia- 
ries may be mailed out within the next 
few weeks. 

W. F.. Bond, former state superin- 
tendent of eduction, but more recently 
director of the State Emergency Re- 
lief Administration, will head the ad- 
ministration of the social security pro- 
gram as director. 

Governor Hugh White today was 
pondering over prospective appoint- 
menta to the three-member board of 
social welfare. The board, when ap- 
pointed, will formally elect Professor 
Bond as its director. 

Under the provisions of the old-age 
assistance law enacted at the recent 
session of the legislature, indigent 
and needy persons above the age of 
65, who are without visible means of 
support, will receive a monthly stipend 
not to exceed $15. 

The legislature appropriated $1,- 
000,000 to finance the program until 
Jane 30, 1938. The federal govern- 
ment will match this appropriation 
“dollar for dollar,” making $2,000, 
— during the next two years. 

Though reliet authorities have been 
unable to estimate the number of per- 
sons in Mississippi who can qualify 
to receive benefits under the new pro- 
gtam, it was believed the total federal 
and state appropriation would allow 
not more than $5 per month if all 
those eligible apply for assistance,

Parker 
was returning to the FERA ware- 
houses with forged receipts for the 
food, while those to whom the food had 
been promised wondered and waited 
in barren homes. He will be sentenced 
this morning by Judge Marvin E. Un- 
derw 

The conviction was the first in the 
United States on that section of the 
FERA act covering diversion of sup- 
plies for unlawful purposes, court of- 
ficials said. 

For two days, the jury had heard 
men and women, white and black, tell 
how they had been promised food and 
were hoping for it and expecting it and 
in sore need of it, but it never came. 
The jury heard each of these persons 
deny that it was his signature on the 
bottom of receipts which showed vast 
the food had been delivered.

JERSEY JUSTICE 

The 48-hour reprieve granted 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann just as 
the convicted man was ready to go 
to the electrie chair for the murder 
of the Lindbergh baby adds another 
fantastic chapter to a case that is 
almost unbelievable in its delays, 
wranglings and controversies. 

The sorry record of the handling 
of this case has made. a laughing 
stock of Jersey justice. 

Hauptmann was arrested a year 
and a half ago by the “G” men of 
the federal Department of Justice 
who, after waiting for two years for 
the first “break” in the search for 
the perpetrator of the Lindbergh 
crime, acted swiftly and efficiently 
when it came. 

Then the prisoner was turned 
over to the officials of New Jersey 
and almost immediately .there be- 
gan the interminable delays, con- 
troversies and ballyhoo that gave 
the trial the appearance of a coun- 
ty fair midway. Its aftermath has 
become a travesty upon the orderly 
procedure of Justice. 

Notwithstanding the fact that 
there is little doubt in the pub- 
lic mind as to Hauptmann’s guilt, 
nor sympathy for him because of 
the heinous nature of the crime he 
is convicted of having committed, 
there is general revulsion at the 
mental torture to which he is being 
subjected as the result of the break- 
down in the efficient operation of 
Jersey justice. , 

Here is a human being, held 
like a rat in a cage, who has time 
and again been brought to the very 
doorway of the execution chamber, 
Only to be jerked back to go 
through more agonies of uncertain- 
ty while governors, district attor- 
heys, grand juries and others en- 
gage in wordy controversies over 
will,o’-the-wisp new evidence, most 
of which has proven to be entirely 
fictitious. 

Whatever the man’s guilt, whether 
he was a prime mover or merely 
an accomplice in the crime, public 
sentiment has revolted against the 
torture being inflicted not only 
upon Hauptmann, but upon his wife, 
mother and other innocent members 
of his family by the incredible 
course the case has been allowed 
to run.

MIAMI, Fla, April 1—)—A re- 
port showing “full government co-op 
eration’ in the recent flood emergency 
cheered President Roosevelt on his 
fishing cruise which turned south to- 
day to Green Cay in the Bahamas.

TOKYO, April 1.—(4)—Heavy cas- 
ualties in Mongolian-Manchoukuoan 
border fighting were reported today 
in a Japanese military communique 
issued at Hsinking, wich claimed 
a squadron of 12 Outer Mongolian air- 
planes had invaded Manchoukuo. 


The communique issued in the Man- 
choukuoan capital said the air squad- 
ron heavily bombed a frontier guard 
on the Manchoukuoan soil and that 
later a ground fight took place “about 
20 kilometers (12.5 miles) north of 
Tawlan” inside Emperor Kang ‘Tem’s 
territory : 

(Soviet dispatches claimed Japa- 
nese-Manchoukuoan troops had in- 
vaded Onter Mengolia, only to be re- 
pulsed after a battle lasting for more 
than 24 hours.) 

The outcome of the fighting was 
not disclosed, although casualties were 
described as numerous. 

An intimation that Mongols used 
poison gas in the battle was contain- 
ed in a Domei (Japanese) news agen- 
cy dispatch from Hsinking. 

Both the Japanese war and foreign 
offices said they were ignorant of a 
reported invasion of Outer Mongolia 
by Japanese-Manchoukuoan forces, as 
charged in soviet dispatches from Ulan 
Bator, capital of Outer Mongolia. 

The Domei dispatch from Hsinking 
asserted: “The Manchoukuo foreign 
office is extremely indignant at the 
Outer Mongolian air forces bombing 
of Japanese-Manchoukuoan forces 
March 29 and March 31, and also 
the activities of Outer Mongolian 
chemical warfare units. 

“Considering these developments a 
serious menace to the peace of the 
Far East and detrimental to the re- 
lations between Manchoukuo and 
Mongolia, the Manchoukuo foreign of-

NEW PEACE PROPOSALS

President Wilson’s 14 points as 
the basis upon which Germany sign- 
ed the World War armistice in 1918, 
“envisaged no restrictions whatso- 
ever of Germany’s sovereignty in the 
Rhineland. . .. The demilitarization 
provisions of the Versailles treaty, 
hence, rest upon the violation of the 
assurances given Germany and the 
sole legal argument to back them was 
force.” 

Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s well-known 
arguments as to why Germany con- 
siders the Locarno treaty no longer 
binding are repeated. 

REJECTS PROPOSALS 
BY LOCARNO POWERS. 

The Locarno treaty powers’ pro- 
posals are again declined on the | 
grounds that “they are one-sided and | 
discriminatory.” | 

“Germany, as can be. seen from 
her offer, does not intend ever to 
attack Belgium or France.” 

The aim of European diplomacy 
must be that of bringing about a 
really constructive organization of 
the relationship of European nations 
among themselves. 

The task of European statesmen 
must be accomplished in three stages 
—the determination of procedure, the 
negotiations proper, and the settle- 
ment of issues not of immediate 
urgency. 

On behalf of the German govern- 
ment, Hitler proposes: 

“1, In order to give to the nego- 
tiations for securing European peace 
which is to follow the character of 
holy treaties, the nations interested 
are to participate only as completely 
equal and equally respected mem- 


rs. oe . 

“2 In order to shorten the period 
of uncertainty ... as far as possible, 
the German government proposes to 
limit the first phase involving the 
signing of non-aggression pacts... 
to four months. 

WILL NOT INCREASE 
TROOPS IN RHINELAND. 

“3. The German government prom- 
ises on the assumption of a similar 
observance by the Belgian and 
French governments during this pe- 
riod to undertake not to increase the 
troops in the Rhineland. 

“4. The German government de- 
clares it will not bring: troops now 
in the Rhineland nearer the Bel- 
gian and French borders during this 

riod. 

“5. To guarantee these mutual as- 
surances, the German government 
proposes the formation of a commis- 
sion composed of the representatives 
of two guarantor powers, England 
and Italy, and one distinterested 
neutral third power. 

“6 Germany, Belgium and France 
will be entitled to send one repre- 
sentative each into this commission ; 
Germany; Belgium and France have 
the right, if they believe as a result 
of certain events that they are able 
to indicate any change of military 
conditions, to place their observations 
before the guarantee commission. 

“7 Germany, Belgium and France 
declare themselves ready in such case 
to permit British and Italian military 
attaches to make the necessary in- 
vestigations for this commission and 
the commission report thereof to the 
powers involved. 

READY TO AGREE 
ON MILITARY LIMITATIONS 

“8, Germany, Belgium, and France 
give assurances that they will, to the 
fullest, take cognizance with a view 
to remedying the causes of complaint 
resulting therefrom. 

“9, Beyond that, the German gov- 
ernment is ready on the basis of com- 
plete mutuality to agree with her two 
western neighbors to every military 
limitation on the western front. 

“10. Germany, Belgium and France 
and the two guarantee powers agree 
immediately, or after the conclusion 
of the French elections, to enter un- 
der the leadership of the British gov- 
ernment into negotiations for the 
conclusion of a 25-year non-aggres- 
sion or security pact between France 
and Belgium on one side and Germa- 
ny on the other. o 

“11. Germany agrees that in this 
security treaty, England and Italy 
again shall sign as guarantee powers 

“12. Should special obligations for 
military assistance result from these 
security negotiations, Germany de- 
elares herself willing also to assume 
such obligations for herself. 

“13. The German government here- 
with repeats its proposal for the con- 
clusion of an air pact to complement 
and strengthen these security negotia- 
tions. 

GERMANY IS READY 
TO ENTER LEAGUE 

“14. The German government re- 
peats its readiness, in case the Neth- 
erlands so desires, to include this 
state also in this western European 
security pact. 

“15. Germany and France agree to 
endeavor that, in the education of 
the youth of both nations as well as 
in publications, everything shall be 
avoided that might poison the atti- 
tude of the two people to one an- 
other: they agree to form a common 
commission at the seat of the League 
of Nations in Geneva which shall 
be charged with presenting the com- 
plaints to the two governments for 
their information and investigation. 

“16. Germany and France to agree, 
in order to give this pact the char- 
acter of a holy treaty, to have it 
ratified by the two peoples by plebis- 
cites. 

“17. Germany declares her willing- 
ness to enter into relations with the 
states on her southeastern and north- 
eastern boundaries in order to invite 
them directly to conclude proposed 
non-aggression pacts. 

“18. Germany declares her readi- 
ness, immediately after the conclusion 
of these treaties, to enter into the 
League of Nations.”

Benda, internationally famous French 
philosophical writer, is editor of **Nou- 
velle Revue Francaise” and ‘“Nou- 
velles Litteraires,” of Paris, In this 
country, the first would be “French 
News Review” and the other “Lit- 
erary News.” He is a political philoso- 
pher, which is a bit higher in the 
scale than the gallus-snapping dicta- 
tor who controls Georgia. Polities is a 
serious profession in France and Ben- 
da is one of those who watch and 
comment from the sidelines. He has 
written many books, the best known 
of these in America being “La 
Trahison des Clercs,” meaning broad- 
ly, “The Treason of the Leaders,” the 
leaders being such educators as jour- 
nalists, clergymen and school and col- 
lege teachers. The treason ascribed to 
these persons by Benda is their weak- 
ness in flattering their followers in- 
stead of teaching the truth. 

But, about democracy and its prob- 
lem, which have brought Benda to 
Atlanta: 

“Democracy is beset by enemies. To 
the right are fascism and monarch- 
ism. To the left are communism and 
socialism. 

“These enemies will not destroy 
democracy, but democracy always 
must be alert.” 

The democracy of which Benda 
spoke, of course, is the French demo- 
cracy, similar in theory to America’s, 
but more afflicted in fact by neigh- 
boring and internal dissenters. 

Youth Stimulation. | 

“Democracy,” said Benda, “is of a 
character that does not stimulate 
youth. The industrial and social de- 
velopment of a peaceful nation holds 
no appeal to the undeveloped mind. 

“For instance, in your country, 
America—I understand your growing 
boys love to play cowboys and In- 
dians. These games emphasizing war 
and conquest are fascinating to 
young minds. They spell activity. 

“How old do you believe the aver- 
age human must be before the cowboy 
and Indian games lose their fascina- 
tion?” he was asked. 

“Oh, about 35 years old,” he em- 
phasized with a’ toss of his hand. “A 
man must marry and be the father of 
a hungry family: before he becomes 
reasonable. 

“The Croix de Feu, which is the 
French fascist organization and L’Ac- 
tion Francaise, our monarchist asso- 
ciation, understands this. So they ap- 
peal to youth directly. They satisfy 


youth’s hunger for romance and glory 
by vague and direct promises of wars 
of aggression. These monarchists and 
fascists are closely united in France 
just now, for political purposes, be- 
cause they know that only by this 
unity can they destroy their common 
enemy, democracy. Their aims are 
widely different in details, but similar 
in general aspects. So they hope to re- 
main united until they can achieve 
their common’ cause. Then, they will 


split. 

Reforms Needed. 
“But, they will never win if demo- 
cracy realizes that it must permit re- 
forms to weaken the arguments o 
these enemies. ! 

“The reforms are these: 

“The parliamentary bodies—such 
as your congress—must grant more 
power and opportunity for initiative 
to the executive body. 

“The press must not have so much 
freedom. It is not right that the press 


should be given the right to insult 


the officers of the government.” 
This, of course, started an argument 

and Benda’s ultimate explanation was 

tha€*the French press is essentially 


most, while its news-purveying activi- 
ties are secondary and almost neglect- 
ed. Communistic, fascistic and mon- 
archistic papers are numerous in 
France and their editorial and news 
columns are devoted almost exclusive- 
y to the spread of political propagan- 
a. 


‘The most energetic of your Amer- 
ican newspapers go no further than 
politics. The mildest of ours begin with 
polemics. Our newspaper problems are 
not similar.” 

- Problems of Democracy. 

But, back to the immediate prob- 
lems of democracy: 

“Democracy must begin its educa-

The underweight exercise program 
must stress arm exercises to develop 
the chest -and strengthen the triceps. 
Arm exercises are excellent for the 
entire upper portion of the body, since 
they counteract roundness in the 
shoulders, normalize the chest expan- 
sion, and tone the supporting muscles 
of the bust to improve position and 
contour. 

You ‘may think there is nothing to 
be done about a stringy neck and a 
narrow, underdeveloped chest. It is ‘n- 
credible what changes exercise, cor- 
rect posture and proper breathing can 
make in a figure. 

Another essential. part of the weight 
gainer’s program is - exercise’ to 
strengthen the abdominal wall. The 
reason fat is added: first in the ab- 
dominal region is that the muscles are 
weakened and therefore especially sus- 
ceptible to fat storage. Since the ab- 
domen seems to be the first place to 
accumulate new weight, it is of high- 
est importance that the gainer pro- 
tect her figure with- regular abnominal 
exercise. 

Because of our sedentary lives, hips 
are the second place the gainer is 
most likely to concentrate her store 
of fat. Specific exercise is necessary 
to preserve a slim hipline, strengthen 
the muscles of the thighs and efface 
hollows. 

Here is a warning which you un- 
derweights must heed. Do not get the 
impression that you can add weight 
through exercise without an increase 
in your calories. The calories must be 
above the amount used up in energy,

ters’ golf tournament was a drippin 
wet affair with all the golfers hol 
up in bridge games and the beautiful 
shrubbery the only news. 


Little will be associated with Bobby 
Jones in the new venture with thé 
specific announcement that they ex- 
pect to provide renewed interest in 
golf and provide means for the gratifi- 
cation of the desire to play at a small 
cost. 


Little’s retirement means he will 
enter the tournament here Thursday 
‘as a professional, shooting for the first 
prize money of $1,500. 


YATES IN BIG THREE. 


His. retirement also leaves the field 
of amateur golf wide open with Atlan- 
ta’s Charley Yates, Oklahoma’s Wal- 
ter Emery and Seattle’s Scotty Camp- 
bell as three of the best championship 
prospects. 


In following Bobby Jones into the 
professional field, Little goes a step 
farther. Jones has never appeared as 
a professional competitor. 


Little, while he will restrict his 
tournament play, will compete for the 
cash prizes and in his work will play 
instructive exhibitions in connection 
with golf movies. 


Associated with him in the exhibi- 
tion work will be Jimmy Thompson, 
the long-hitting professional. Little is 
one of the longest hitters in the game 
and his teaming with Thompson as- 
sures golf fans who go to see them of 
some sensational hitting. 


PLANS VAGUE. 


-The plans while still vague call for 
golf movies to shown. They will 
illustrate various shots. Little and 
Thompson will then play their match. 


They plan to go into schools to give 
mass instruction and adopt other 
plans for furthering golf. There will 
be, they state, no commercial tie-up 
with their work in that they will push 
no special golf equipment. 

“The first year,” said neg Cage 
“will be an experimental one. We will 
discard what we find to be mistaken 
and adopt that which is successful.” 

While Little said in explaining his 
decision to drop his amateur standing 
that he thought the proposition at- 
tractive and that he could be of serv- 
ice to golf, there is no doubt that 
the United States Golf Association 
was instrumental! in driving him from 
the ranks of the amateurs. 


Little began writing golf articles 
when Bobby Jones abandoned his 
newspaper syndicate work. The U. S. 
G. A. objected to his instructive writ- 
ing. This led to something of an 
open break and Little, wanting to earn 
something from his golf, was in a re- 
ceptive mood for the offer to go into 
the professional side of the game. 


TWO TITLES. 


He enters professional golf at the 
age of 25. He is three years younger 
than was Bobby Jones when he dro 
d from amateur golf to enter the 
usiness side of the game. Little 
owns two golf titles, the American and 
British amateur championships. He 
has held them fer two successive 
years. Bobby Jones, at the time of 
his retirement, held the open and 
amateur titles of England and Amer- 
ica. 

“T think Little will do a fine job,” 
said Bobby Jones. 


“T am interested in it and happy 
to get into the business side of golf,” 
said Little. 

It was Bobby Jones. who issued the 
statement. It read, after an introduc- 
tion, as follows: . 


“Our objectives will be: To stimu- 
late the interest and activity of those 
already playing, to arouse similar in- 
terest and activity where none now 
exists, and to provide or cause to be 
provided means for the gratification, 
at small cost, of such desire to play 
the game as we may succeed in creat- 
ing. 

“Naturally, our efforts may take 
many forms, all of which cannot now 
be foreseen. The important things to 
us at the moment are that our aims 
shall be worthy and ourselves capabie 
of giving them a fair opportunity to 
succeed. As evidence of our own as- 
surance, I need only add that both 
Lawson and I intend to devote our 
entire effort to these activities. Rob- 
ert T. Jones Jr.” 


LITTLE 10 TO 1. 


Little is quoted at 10 to 1 in the 
tournament which opens Friday. 


He has had a spectacular career. 
He first became well-known in golf 
when he beat Johnny Goodman in 
1929 when Goodman had eliminated 
Jones at Pebble Beach. 

In his two open starts, one in the 
British and one in the American open, 
he did .not fare so well. He was 
fourth last year in England with most 
of the American professionals missing. 
He was 25th in the American open 
in 1934 and did not compete last year 
at Oakmont. 

Hie last championship was won last 
fall at Cleveland when he defeated 
Walter Emery in the finals of the 
amateur. His victory there was his 
3i1st consecutive golf match triumph. 

He plans this vear to play in the 
National and British open champion- 
ships.

ba roms volume was light, although 
heavier than in recent sessions, and 
this factor alone kept traders from be- 
coming enthusiastically optimistic. 
Gains ranged to more than 3 points in 
the general list, and to more than 10 
points in selected high-priced issues, 
with numerous new highs dating back 
as far as 1929. 

The Dow-Jones average for indus- 
trials furnished the real bull influence 
as it climbed 2.62 points to 158.96. 
This was 0.21 points above the 1936 
high—which in turn .was the best 
level since 1931—that had served as a 
resistance point to sporadic rallying 
attempts in the last two weeks. Rail- 
roads and utilities were not so strong 
as the industrials but they too joined 
the advance and the close’ was near 
the highs of the day. 

Consequently any increased buying, 
Wall Street felt, will mean a definite- 
ly bullish market. This increased buy- 
ing may be generated by the fact that 
the upper resistance level has at last 
been penetrated and may have suffi- 
cient force behind it to offset the nat- 
ural profit-taking from the quick trad- 


ers. 

A favorable domestic background 
furnishes the entire buying force and 
which may lure out some of the vast 
investment funds which have been in- 
active in recent weeks. 

The construction industry is show- 
ing sharp improvement, particularly 
in the private fields, and flood re- 
habilitation is bringing more demands 
for building materials. 

In addition earnings reports are 
furnishing favorable reading, both 
those for 1935 and estimates for the 
first quarter of 1936. The National 
City Bank completed a compilation of

OFFICIALS DISAGREE 


Engineers Differ on Project’s 
Effect on State’s Water 
Supply. 


TAMPA, Fia., April 1.—(UP)— 
Diametrically opposed views as to ef- 
fect of the trans-Florida canal on the 
peninsula’s water supply were present- 
ed today to opening sessions of the 
pthree-day convention of the American 
Waterw Association. 

Sidney Paige, senior geologist of 
the United States engineers at Camp 
Roosevelt, told the convention that 
domestic water supply and agriculture 
of Florida would be “entirely unaf- 
fected” by the canal. 

Dr. Herman Gunter, state geologist 
of Tallahassee, was f 
lief “the canal will harm the state's 
water supply,” but refused to conjec- 


He modified his statements, howev- 
er, by doubting whether Tampa or the 
southwest coast would be affected. 

Pointing out that he was speaking 
in his own right as a geologist and 
not in an official capacity, Paige pre- 
mised his assertions on a report of a 
special boaf@ of geologists and engi- 
neers presented in the United States 
senate on January 6 by Senator Dun- 
can U. Fletcher. 


: Upholds Canal. 

His studies showed, he said, “that 
the pursuit of agriculture and growth 
of vegetation, even contiguous to the 
right-of-way will not be affected, and 
that the domestic water supplies of 
Jacksonville, Tampa, Orlando, Palm 
Beach and Miami would be entirely 
unaffected by the canal cut.” : 

“Salt water encroachment inward 
from the gulf and Atlantic ends can- 
not cause salted water to enter and 
thereby contaminate the main body 
of the readjusted ground water res- 


-ervoir against the continuous fresh 


vase discharge into the canal,” he 
said. 
Contrary to popular impressions, the 
region of the canal is one of the 
great discharge areas for excess wa- 
ters stored in the soil from abundant 
rainfall, he said. Shallow farm. wells 
adjacent to the canal between Dunne- 
Ion and Silver Springs will need to be 
deepened slightly, he added., as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 
Mistatements Charged. 

The geologist decried “much mis- 
information” on affects of a sea-level 
canal across the peninsula. 

“The layman is hardly in a posi- 
tion to judge in matters so technical 
and therefore is likely to be misled 
in his 5 ay cy in a manner not 
justified by the-facts.” he said. 

Gunter, however, advocated  thor- 
ough examination of north and south 
Florida as the best method to deter- 
mine just what effect the canal would 
have on ground water supplies. 

His plan was to sink wells at some 
distance on each side of the canal 
route and to watch water fluctuations 
by means of gauges and indicators 
to determine the source of ground wa- 
ter supplies, variants in pressure and 
saline qualities and what possible 
effect digging between the gauges 
would have. 

“Only by this method—digging a 
series of observation wells—can we 
determine the canal’s probable effect,” 
the state geologist said.

The subsequent week provides a test 
not only for Senator Borah, but. Colo- 
nel Frank Knox, the Chicago publish- 
er, since the Illinois primary is set for 
April 14. It will undoubtedly mark 
the crucial contest for Colonel Knox. 
If he is bested in his home state by 
the veteran Idahoan, himself a native 
of Illinois, the colonel’s candidacy will 
be given a setback from which he can 
hardly recover. In. short, Knox must 
win the primary or give up the ghost. 
On the other hand, Borah’s defeat in 
Illinois would not necessarily spell 
ruin. A close vote would help him even 
if he lost the delegation.

In addition to Wisconsin and IIli- 
nois, Borah ‘has filed in primaries of 
New Jersey, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, Nebraska and New York, with 
plans for entering still others as they 
come along. What he does in these 
will largely influence his chances of 
landing the prize. His only hope of 
the nomination is to make such a suc- 
cessful showing in the primary con- 
tests that conservative elements of the 
party opposing his libéral tendencies 
cannot deny him the head place on the 
ticket without threats of progressive 
revolt. Borah meets his first test of 
strength tomorrow in New York where 
in a. statewide primary 18 Borah 
pledged candidates for delegates, two 
each in fiitie of the state’s 43 congres- 
sional districts, oppose the organiza- 
tion’ slate.
